On the j th of o»lay the L ooo^|^ of guns 
and waving of banners proclaimed to the 
Germ an pecple th at another heir was born 
to the house of Hohenzollern. Ou Sunday, 
Ju n e 11th, th e christening ceremony of this 
royal heir was celebrated in the beautiful 
new palace a t Potsdam . 
All day Saturday 
many of the railroad stations were deco­ 
rated 
w ith 
laurel w reaths, 
ilags and 
weapons of Germ any and other nations in 
honor of the distinguished and royal guests 
who were invited, and expected on the dif­ 
ferent trains, to participate in the baptis­ 
mal ceremonies. Crowds of people thronged 
the streets and stations on S aturday after­ 
noon and Sunday m orning, in order to get 
a peep at these royal guests as they ar­ 
rived, or were driven in royal equipages to 
palace or hotel. 
THE KAISER, 
< rown Prince and Prince W ilhelm , be 
aides Generals, officers and soldiers, were 
present on the arrival of the ( ’rown Prince 
of A ustria, G rand Duke R udolph. 
The 
handsome Prince sprang from the traiD, and 
kneeled to kiss the hand of the E m peror ; 
he, however, quickly waived this ceremony 
and heartily em braced the young Prince, 
after w’hich a general em bracing of Princes 
followed. 
A lthough the M arble Palaoa is 
the home of the Prince and Princess W il­ 
helm, the parents of this royal infant, the 
ceremony was 
performed 
at the new 
Palace, where the Crown Prince and family 
arc spending the summer. 
This was prob­ 
ably because the new Palace is much 
larger than the M arble Palace, and could 
b etter accommodate the *2”>0 invited guests. 
From ditferent notices and descriptions of 
the celebration, we extract and abbreviate 
the following : 
On Sunday, as soon as the 
clergymen and guests had assembled, they 
were heartily welcomed by the Crown 
Prince, Crown 
Princess, 
aud their son 
Prince W illiam , the happy father of the 
new-born heir. 
Shortly before 2 o’clock 
the court procession formed and marched 
tow ard 
T liE JASPER GALLERY 
W here the cerem ony was to take place. 
This gallery was made beautiful as a fairy 
bower, w ith w reaths and festoons of the 
choicest dowers. 
On one side of the room 
an altar was erected, over which extended 
a canopy of royal purple, and upon which 
rested the baptism al basin of solid gold. 
Under this canopy hung a copy of Raphael’s 
head of C hrist w ith its crown of thorns ; 
before the altar on the mosaic floor lay a 
rich T urkish carpet. 
The procession was 
headed by the K aiserin A ugusta, in a mag­ 
nificent robe of w hite brocade, em broidered 
in gold aud dicorated w ith gold lace ; ou 
her head rested a diamond crown, which 
held in place a short cream lace vail ; while 
au orange ribbon, beariog the order of the 
Black Eagle, adorned her b re a st; pearls 
and diam onds were her ornam ents. 
A t 
her right was King A lbert of Saxony in 
the uniform of his E ast Prussia dragoon 
regim ent ; at her It ft Prince W illiam , in 
his red uuif<*nn of the Hussar Guards. The 
Kaiser in G-;nerai’s uniform, wearing the 
green ribbon of the house order of Saxony, 
followed w ith 


THE CROWN-PRINCESS. 
Grand Duke Rudolf, Crown-Prince of Aus­ 
tria, iu the uniform of the Rraudenburger 
I'lancn, then led the Princess Fredrich 
K a rl; next came G rand D uke Sergius of 
Russia and Princess C harlotte of Saxony- 
M einnigen, followed by G rand 
Duchess 
Adelheid of Schleswig-Holstein, the grand­ 
m other of the new' Prince, on the arm of 
the Crown - Prince 
Fredrich 
W ilhelm ; 
G rand 
Duke of 
kSachsen-W eim ar with 
Princess A lb e rt; 
Duke of Aosta w ith 
Princess 
Victoria, and Duke 
E rnst of 
Sachsen-Coburg-Gotha a t the side of Prin­ 
cess Fredrick of Hohenzollern. 
The train 
closed w ith 
the 
Princes 
C hristaiu of 
Schleswig-Holstein, 
Friedrich, H einrich, 
Friedrich 
Leopold 
and 
A lbrecht, 
the 
Crown-Prince of Meinnigen, Prince F ried­ 
rich of 
Hohenzollern and 
Duke E rnst 
G unther of Schleswig-Holstein ; the P rin­ 
cesses 
C harlotte 
M atilda, Amalie 
and 
Pauline of Schleswig-Holstein, Sophie and 
M argarethe of Prussia, and the Grand 
Dnche8S A lexandrine ot M ecklenburg. As 
the procession entered the 
gallery the 
royal choir from the Cathedral intoned the 
80th Psalm, 


41 THOU SHEPHERD UK ISRAEL.” 
The young m other Princess W ilhelm 
then issued from an adjoining apartm ent 
and seated herself beside the altar. 
H er 
face was pale, from the excitem ent of the 
occasion, b u t wore an expression of deep 
feeling aud great joy. 
The C ourt had 
grouped them selves on both aides of the 
altar. The Crown Prince and hia daughter, 
Princess Victoria, now stepped to the en­ 
trance of the gallery to receive the royal 
infant. 
The C onrt M arshal, M ajor V. 
Liebeuau, led the procession, at whose ap­ 
pearance t i e choir chanted the one hun­ 
dred and th ird Psalm, “ Praise the Lord, 
0 M y Soul.” 
The child was borne in the 
arm8 of the M istress of the Household, 
while the train of the silver-em broidered 
christening robe was carried hy the M aids 
of Honor, Countess Keller and Fraulein v. 
GersdorfT; next followed the pages of the 
Prince and Princess W ilhelm , and th at 
very im portant personage the nurse of the 
little Prince, in a p retty and becoming 
costume, 
llis Royal Highness was now 
delivered into the hands of the Princess 
V ictoria,who w ith a deep courtesy stepped 
into the circle of sponsors and placed the 
child in the arm s of her mother, the Crown 
Princess Frederick Wilhelm. 
.>he iinrne- 
diately arose and stood before the altar 
w ith the royal infant, and the ceremony 
began. 
The C ourt Pastor, Dr. Rogel, was 
assisted by Drs. Stocker and Schrader, 
from Berlin, and the C ourt Pastor of Pots­ 
dam. 
Dr. Rogel read 1 
Cor., xiii., 13: 
“ And now abideth faith, hope and char­ 
ity, these three ; but the greatest of these 
is ch arity .” 
The same passage had served 
as his tex t at

The Doctor dw elt upon the 
blessings th a t the Lord had continually 
showered upon th e Hohenzollern house, 
and besought the same for the new-born 
heir.

N ew Y o r k, J u ly 6th .—T he M edical News 
of P hiladelphia furnishes the official rep o rt of 
the post m ortem exam ination of the body of 
C harles J . G ititeau. 
T he rep o rt is signed by 
D. S. Lam b. aDd dated at the A rm y M edical 
M useum , W ashington, Ju ly 4th. 
T he re­ 
p o rt is as follows : 
By reason of a delay for which neither I nor 
my assistants w ire responsible, the examination 
was not begun until 2:30 P. M. (one hour and a half 
after death), in consequence of which the photo­ 
graphing was less successful, and the cast impracti 
cable. 
The body, which was a faint yellowish tint, 
was that of a man 5 feet 7 inches in hight. and 
weight 145 pounds 
The eyes were examined by 
Dr. Loring, who report* the puplis slightly and 
equally 
dilated. 
The 
vitreous 
was 
cloudy 
and 
the fundus 
uudistinguishable. 
The cen- 
juuctiva 
of 
the 
left 
eye 
was 
congested. 
He r e la te d the examination two hours later, and 
noticed an appearance as of a transve se fracture of 
the lenses. 
A small, white scar, directed obliquely 
downward, forward and to the left, and confined to 
the sc »lp, was observed midway between the top of 
the left ear and the median line of the head. The 
right parietal bone was slightly inflamed over a 
space about two inches square. 
Ju st back of the 
frout parietal suture and to the right of the inter­ 
parietal there was a slight flattened elevation, cor­ 
responding with the internal surface of the calvaria. 
The frotital suture was obliterated. The others were 
quite di9tiDct. 
A num ber of pacchionian depres­ 
sions were observed near the groove for the longi- 
tudal smus. 
In thickness the skull presented 
nothing remarkable. 
Ih e membranes of the brain 
and 
dura-m ater 
were 
firmly 
adherent 
to 
the 
anterior 
portion 
of 
the 
calvaria 
in 
the vicinity of the longitudinal sinus. 
There were 
adhesions of dura also to th e ' base of the skull. 
They were quite firm, and situated in the several 
fusta;, and most marked in the deeperjparts of the 
fossa-, where also were some small jiatches,abruptly 
limited, of immovable aborescent congestion, with, 
however, no attendant thickening or pigment stag­ 
nation. 
This stagnation was again m ost marked in 
the left anterior and middle fosf». 
There ’♦as no 
congestion of dura except at the points ju st noted. 
Ih e dura and piam cter were adhered to each other 
and to the bnun on both sides along the limited 
portion of the longitudinal fissure in the vicinity oi 
the pacchionian granulations. The dura was slightly 
thickened 
along the longitudinal 
sim u s; also 
«lightly thickened and opaque along a portion of 
the line of the middle meningeal artery on each side. 
The arachnoid of the upper convexity of the brain 
presented, in many places where it covered the 
sulci, small patches of thickening and opacity. 
Elsewhere it was normal. 
The piam eter was anal- 
mic anteriorly ; posteriorly t was slight. The hypos­ 
tasis cerebral vessels appeared to be normal in all 
respects. 
The orbital plates were well arched, and 
presented many conical eminences of large size. 
There was no roughening anywhere of the inner 
surface of the skull. The brain was firm. 
Its 
weight, including the cerebrum, cerebellum pans 
aud medulla aud a portion of the dura, was 49$ 
ounces. 
It was slightly flattened in the region cor­ 
responding to the flattening of the pardtal bone 
above mentioned. 
On a section of the cerebrum 
was an appearance as of a Blight thinning of gray 
cortex. The m easurement taken, however, gave 
the depths of oue-sixteenth to one-eighth of an inch 
in close proxim ity to each other, while the sub­ 
stance was almost absolutely anaemic. The cerebel­ 
lum and island of reil were both covered on each 
side 
The fissures generally presented considerable 
depth in many places, as in the right fissure of the 
rolando, am ounting to seven-eighths of an inch. 
The right fissure of the sylvius, typical left, was 
separated from the first temporal fissure by a slight 
bridge, deeply situated. 
The right fissure of the 
rolando did not connect with the fissure of the 
sylvius left, 
but 
was 
separated 
only by a 
small bridge deeply situated, both separated from 
the longitudinal fissure. The first frontal fissure 
cn the right side was not connected with that of the 
rolando, but the posterior part was crossed by a 
secondary fissure. 
The same on the left side, except 
th at the fissure was crossed by a small bridge near 
the center. The second and third froutal fissures 
presented nothing remarkable. 
The numerous sec­ 
ondary fissures, praecental and retrocental fissures, 
on each i ide, w ere well defined, and unconnected 
with the other fissures. The interparietal fissure 
on each side was well defined and unconnected with 
the other fissures. The intcrpartial pressure on 
each side terminated on the transverse occipital, 
separated only by a slight bridge. The parieto occi­ 
pital was well marked on each side. The transverse 
occipital fissure on tho right side was well defined. 
It began on the median surface and extended well 
outward. The first temporal fissure was well devel­ 
oped on the right side ; on the left it was of the 
usual length. 
Wernicke's fissure was well marked 
on the left side, but not confluent. 
The colloso 
maginal fissure was double on each side, the 
uppor of the two being probably the true one. 
On the right the upper one extended back to the 
anterior margin of the paracentral lobule. On the left 
not quite so far. The lower one extended on the right 
side to a line about half an inch in frout of the 
parieto occipital fissure, from which it was sepa­ 
rated by & small bridge ; on the left side also by a 
bridge of larger size. 
On the orbital surface on the 
right side were seen fissures, radiating from the 
circular fissure surrounding a small isolated con­ 
volution. On the left side there were five fissures, 
radiating from a tin ill shallow depression. 
The 
left collateral fissure was well defined, extending to 
the anterior extrem ity of the temporal lobe. 
The 
right was also well marked, b ut did not extend so 
far hack as the other, and there was an attem pt at 
confluence iuteriorily with the témpora «>ccipital, a 
smail bridge intervening. 
The left tém pora occi­ 
pital fissure was woll defined. 
The convolutions 
following alone call for remark. 
The asceuding 
frontal 
was well defined 
on each side. 
The 
ascending parilal on the right side was well de­ 
veloped in its lower three-fourths, but narrowed 
in the upper fourth. Oh the left side the narrowing 
was less marked. The island of reil presented on 
the right side five fissures aud six straight gyri ; on 
the left side seven fissures and eight straight gyri. 
Ih e paracentral lobule was well marked on the right 
side, nut was small on the left. 1 he usual median 
incision was made aud the abdomen opened. There 
was an extravasation of blood into the right pec- 
toralis m ajor muscle, near tke second n b . 
The 
adipose layer of the abdominal section was one inch 
in thickness. The dome of the diaphragm extended 
up to the fourth 
rib. 
On 
each side were 
old pleuritic adhesions 
at the apex 
of 
the 
right 
lung. 
The 
upj>er 
and 
middle 
lobes 
were 
congenitally 
united 
by 
a 
connective 
tissue. 
The lungs were normal th ro u g h o u t; also 
the old pleuritic decisions of the left lung to the 
diaphragm and between its lobes.

Section 6 provides for the appoiutm ent of 
Com m issioners of E lection. T his says : P rior 
to any Congressional election th e Supervisors 
of E lection shall appoint by w riting, under 
th eir hands or the hands of a m ajority 
of them , three persons for each election 
precinct, to be Com m issioners of E lection, 
who shall not all be of the same political 
party, if suitable persons of different partit-s 
are to be had in tbe elections district, and if 
any person appointed shall fail to atten d and 
serve, th e Com m issioners present, if any, 
m ay designate or fill his place, and iu case of 
a failure of these appointed to attend, any 
three qualified electors preaent, when the 
polls should be opened, m ay act as Commis­ 
sioners. 
I t is p re tty certain from th a t paragraph 
th a t mo suitable persons of different parties 
will be found in tbe S tate of Louisiana, un­ 
der th e preaent regime, to act as Com m ission­ 
ers.

No 
objections were made or filed against said |>e- 
tition. 
The Board having duly considered 
the m atter and being satisfied that no land 
whs improperly included in or excepted from 
I the limit* ef said proposed district, Super- 
I visor Wilson moved that the prayer of the 
petitioner be granted and the petition ap- 
| proved, which was adopted on a call of the 
roll, by the following vote—W ilson, Blair, 
¡ Butler, Christy, Bailey and Beckley. 
The report of I. T. Brown, Overseer of 
R>ad District No. 7, was received, referred to 
Supervisor Bailey and by him reported cor­ 
rect. 
THE REPORTERS’ CLAIM. 
The bill of $650 presented against the 
county by Mesare. Cutter and Davis came up 
tor consideration. 
It was a claim for work 
done by them a? stenographer? during the ar­ 
gument of the Gold Run case. 
When the 
bill wa* placed bt fore the Board the day be­ 
fore it was fully explained by the claimants, 
and had the indorsement ot Attumey'-Gen­ 
eral H art. 
They stated that the defendants 
in the case had already paid their proportion 
for the work done. The claim was duly regis­ 
tered, and Mr. Cadwalader, one of the at­ 
torneys in the fdickens case, appeared before 
the Board jester Jay morning and stated that 
tne claim was not a proper one, and should 
not be paid ; that he had been asked to cer­ 
tify to its correctness, but that he considered 
it a dishonest dem and; that they had been 
fully paid for all the work the}* had done in 
the case. 
lie furthermore stated that Mr. 
Davis had said to him that he hiincelf .did not 
consider it a proper demand against the coun­ 
ty, and he only presented it because Mr. Cut­ 
ter insisted upon it. 
Ju st after Mr. Cadwalader had made these 
statements, Messrs. C utt r and Davis en­ 
tered the room. 
A vote was taken, and all 
the Board present voted to reject the demand. 
A t tie afternoon se»ion Cutter and Davis 
again appeared before the Board with their 
ccuiree!, Grove L. John sou. 
Mr. Johnson 
asked that the vote by which the demand 
was rejected bo reconsidered so that his cli­ 
ents could be heard in the m atter and give 
their ressona for presenting a bill against the 
county for $650. 
He stated that the stenog­ 
raphers reported the speeches made during 
the argument at the request of Judge Temple 
and George Cadwalider. 
T hat Cadwalader 
understood that they were to be paid for the 
same. 
T hat he did receive the copy of 
his own B¡>eech from their hand?, and had the 
same printed, and then put in a claim against 
the county for $173, for the printing of his 
argum ent; and this Board did allow, and did 
pay for the same. 
T hat he diree’ed the 
stenographers to send J udge Rhodes' speech to 
him at his home, but not to seud any bill with it, 
for Sacramento county would foot the bill. 
Furthermore, it is understood, and the claim­ 
ants here are willing to be sworn, and will 
testify that Cadwalader withholds his indorse­ 
ment of that demand simply because in a 
former action regarding his fees Win. J. 
Davis would not intercede for Cadwalader 
with W . E. Gerber, the Auditor of Sacramento 
county. 
“ The gentlemen I represent were 
not here this morning when the accusations 
against then; w *re mad 3 by Cad waladar, or they 
say they woula have been flatly contradicted. 
Mr. Davis says, and he is willing to so state 
under oath, that he never to ll Mr. Cadwala­ 
der, in his ofFue or elsewhere, that he con­ 
sidered the bill he was about to present an 
improper or unjust one. 
All they «oak of 
you, gentlemen, is that this m atter be recon­ 
sidered, and that they be allowed to come 
before you to-day, or at any time, and prove 
the justice of their claim and disprove what 
has been said regarding it.” 
The m atter was talked of in a conversa­ 
tional way among the members of the Board, 
Mr. Johnson and hia clients. The Board were 
unanimous in the opinion that Mr. Cadwala­ 
der, being the attorney in the case, and he 
having decided that it waa an improper claim 
against the county, they would not recon­ 
sider the action. 
Mr. Johnson then stated 
that his clients would have to bring an action 
in the Superior Court. 
Mr. Christy said he thought that Attorney- 
General H art was the attorney for the Peo­ 
ple. 
One of the reporters remarked, “ So he 
w as; he was the brains and did the work, 
and Cadwalader gets the pay for it.” 
Mr. Cutter said this is nut the first time 
that Cadwalader haB acted in bad faith with 
the reporters. 
H e always does so whenever 
an opportunity offers. 
“ When I first spoke 
to him about this demand he said he would 
sign it providing I could induce the Sutter 
county authorities t i prosecute another suit. 
Tr ey raised him the money, he took it. and I 
am receiving my thanks for it now. 
We did 
the work and are justly entitled to our pay.” 
Mr. Davis repeated what Mr. Johnson had 
stated regarding the conversation had with 
Cadwalader and the feeling that had been ex­ 
isting between Cadwalader and himself, and 
said he would take an oath as to its truthful­ 
ness. 
The Board refusing to reconsider their 
action, the reporters and their attorney, after 
tiking a certitied copy of their demand, with­ 
drew. 
ANOTHER DEMAND REJECTED. 
When the demand of George Cadwalader, 
for $3 000, the third payment on his contract, 
came up for passage there was a little breeze. 
Mr. Butler arose and asked the Board if Mr. 
Cadwalader had complied with his contract ? 
Has he brought the suits directed by this 
Board, which the coutract stipulated should 
be brought? W as it not a fact well known 
by every member of the Board that the con­ 
tract had not been kept by Mr. Cadwalader ? 
If this be true, why then I shall not lend my 
vote to pay Mr. Cadwalader any more 
money, 
if this be true, why he has been 
fully paid for all services rendered. 
Mr. Blair heartily indorsed the remarks of 
Supervisor Butler, and agreed with him that 
the attorney had been amply rewarded for 
his services, and that the contract being now 
broken, it was to all intents and purposes 
null and void. 
Supervisor Bailey thought the gentlemen 
were mistaken. 
Mr. Cadwalader, he did not 
think, had had time to bring the suits ; that 
they would be along some time in the near 
future. 
He waa sure that there was no intent 
on the part of the attorney to violate his 
contract. 
Messrs. Beckley and Wilson agree! writh 
Mr. Bailey, and stated that parties were now 
and had been at work for some time prepar­ 
ing for the litigation referred to ; that the 
contract had not been violated, and that a 
tho proper time the cases would be brought 
into Court. 
M r. 
Christy 
became 
somewhat 
ex­ 
cited, 
and 
made 
a hydraulic miners’ 
speech. 
He 
said: 
“ I suppose 
some 
of you Supervisors of this Board will be sat­ 
isfied when you succeed in destroying the 
happy homes of the minera and driving them 
from our land. 
The miners are the bone and 
sinew cf the land. 
They are being oppressed 
by this Board to the detriment of our own 
people. 
1 am opposed, and always have 
been, to paying odg cent in this m atter.” 
W hen tho roll wat called the vote stood : 
Ayes—Briley, W iLon and hockley. 
Noes— 
Butler, Blair and Christy. 
It being a tie 
vote, the demand was rejected. 
A fter allowing the following demands the 
Board adjourned until 10 A. li. to-day. 
The 
warrants will not be ready for delivery until 
Saturday :

CORONERS 
INQUEST. 


An inquest was held last evening at the 
Coroner’s office on the body of Wm. O’Neil, 
who was fuiiud dead at the Gem building on I 
street, between Second and Third, on the 
morning of July 4th. 
Caroline H arris, being sworn, said : I live 
in Sacramento, on I street, between Second 
and Third, in the Gem building. 
I am ac­ 
quainted with the defendants, Charlie Ac- 
tone and Wm. Boone, and in his life tirne 
I knew* W m. O'Neil. 
On the night of 
the 31 of July, about half-past 2 o’clock, Billy 
O’Neil left myJiouse, and came back about 3 
A. M. 
A utote also came and said to him, 
“ Give me six bits.” H e made no answer. 
An tone then struck O’Neil over the head 
with a cane, which he held in his right hand. 
He said again, “ Give me six bits,’’ and then 
struck O’Neil with the same stick again upon 
the bead. 
Then Bill Boone said, “ Yes, he 
does owe him six bits, and he has a right to 
give it to him. 
Thomas Skaggs, 18 years of age, swore. 
Live at Folsom ; saw Billy O'Neil at the 
Gem building the night of July 31 ; also saw 
Charlie Antone there, and afterward heard 
them fighting about six bits ; O’Neil Baid he 
would pay i; iu the morning ; I afterw ard 
saw Antone at the Third-street bridge, and 
he said to pie, “ I think I have killed 
O’N eil.” 
Joseph Hi rris sworn. 
[His testimony was 
the same as that of Caroline Harris, his 
wife.] 
O. G. Jackson sworn. 
Said he found the 
body at the Gem building, bt tween Second 
and Third streets, on I street, the morning of 
the 4th, between 6 and 7 o’clock. 
He made 
the arrest of all trie suspected parlies. 
He 
stated that Antone had told him in regard to 
the m atter as fallows: “ I loaned O’Neil 
a dollar to buy a glass of whisky ; he went 
away, and returned without bringing me the 
change. 
He said he had spent it. but he 
would pay me the next day. 
Boone and 
China Tommy kept after me continually to 
go after him fur the money, and I did so, 
which ended in the death of O’N eil.” 
Officer Timothy Lie, being sworn, testified 
similar to Jackson. 
Charles AntoLe, being sworn, Baid : M y 
name is Charles Antone ; my age is 23 ; I 
reside at Rocklin, and saw wood for a living. 
On the night of .Inly 31 Billy O’Neil came to 
me and asked if I was dry. 
I said “ No.” 
He asked ine if I had a ten-cent piece. 
I 
said, ** Bill, I have no change except a dollar.” 
He said, “ Give 
me 
the dollar, and 
I 
will 
take a drink, and 
give 
you 
the 
change back.” 
Then 
I 
gave 
him 
the 
dollar, and 
he went down stairs. 
After 
a little while I went down stairs and waited 
for him a lung while. 
He came back and 
asked me if 1 would take a drink with him, 
and I said “ No, Bill, I have had enough.” 
lie again said “ Take a drink,” and pulled a 
bottle out of his pocket, took a drink and 
handed it to me, but I did not drink. 
1 
asked for the change. 
He said he had spent 
it, but would repay me in the morning. 
I 
again asked him for the chaoge. 
He said 
“ You can’t get it to-night, but you will get 
it in the morning. 
He Baid “ Y*_u had better 
go to h—I and get it to-night.” 
Bill Boone 
told China Tom to go after O’Neil and 
make him 
come 
out 
now. 
He s»id, 
“ O’Neil won’t pay yon to-morrow, and if I 
were you I would break that stick on bis 
head ; make him come out.” Tom told me 
Boone would help rne whip O’Neil. 
O’Neil 
heard it and went up stairs. 
Boone and 
Tom told me to go after him. 
I went up 
stairs for a drink of water and O’Neil was in­ 
side of the room. 
Boone said “ Go into the 
room and make him pay.” 
1 went in and 
said to O’Neil, “ A in't you going to pay me 
that money—that six bits ? ” Boone was be­ 
hind me and told me to strike O'Neil with 
that club. I hit him once over the head. He 
got up and knocked me against the corner. 
Boone then said to O'Neil, “ Come out 
writh that money. 
Give him that six bits.” 
Boone walked up to O’Neil and said to him. 
“ Y ou’d better give him that six bits.” 
O’Neil said, ** W hat right have you to come in 
here and interfere in my business?” 
Boone 
said, “ Give him the six bits,” and struck 
O’Neil once with his fist. 
Boone told O’Neil 
to come out, and H arris put us all out. 
When Boone struck O’Neil ho called him a 
vile name. 
W hen I got on the porch O’Neil 
got hold of me and said, “ I have got you 
you one-legged 
and knocked me down 
and held me down. 
He was getting np 
when 
I struck 
him on 
the left 
side 
of 
the 
head. 
I 
got 
up 
and 
left 
him grunting, leaning on his elbow. 
I went 
away, leaving O’Neil and Boone on the porch. 
Boone struck O’Neil once on the porch while 
he w*as leaning on the railing. 
I went to 
Second and I street?, and stayed there about 
ten minutes. 
I heard Boone tell Dick he 
was dead. 
Dick came and toi 1 me. I didn’t 
believe it, because I left him alive. 
Tom, 
Dick and I went up Second street toward the 
depot. 
I slept under the bridge near the de­ 
pot. 
Boone ran down Second street toward 
J street. 
I took the cane uuder the bridge 
where I slept. 
I struck the deceased twice 
in the room aud twice on the porch. 
Dr. G. A. W hite, who held the post 
mortem on the deceased, said: I discovered 
some slight abrasion about the nose and face, 
and a small punctured wrnund on the back of 
the scalp. 
Owing to the discoloration that 
ha^ taken place since death, bruises about the 
head could not be seen if they existed. Upon 
removing the scalp the sutures of the skull 
seemed slightly separated, caused by some 
powerful direct injury. 
The temporal muscle 
of the left side was badly bruised,and a alight 
weald of the skull was found at the back part. 
Removing the top of the skull, the brain was 
found covered with extravasated blood, the 
largest amount of coagulation being at the 
ba3e of the brain. 
Death was caused by ex­ 
travasation of blood unon the brain, induced 
by a blow or blows inflicted upon the head. 
The following verdict was rendered : “ We, 
the Coroner’s jury duly summoned and sworn, 
find, from the evidence adduced before us, 
that the name of said deceased is W illiam 
O’Neil, a native of Pennsylvania, aged about 
50 years ; and that the cause of his death 
was produced by striking upon the head with 
a club, or eome blunt instrum ent, in the hands 
of one Charles Antone, and that said act and 
beating was instigated by one Wm. Boone.”

THE 
METROPOLITAN 
RECONSTRUCTION. 


A semi-official inspection of the M etropol­ 
itan Theater, now in process of reconstruc­ 
tion, took place yesterday afternoon. 
There 
were present M ayer Brown, Architect Ham ­ 
ilton, Mr. Croly, one of the builder?, Mr. 
Waterhouse, Ben Welch, J . R. W atson, 
Lessee Siramon9 aud representatives of the 
prees and a few other». 
The building i* now 
iu that condition when it can be freely ex­ 
amined in every p a r t; a few days hence the 
walls will be closed by the plasterer?, and the 
floors by the carpenter?, and hence the iu 
spe;tiou at this time. 
The company exam­ 
ined 
every 
part, 
from 
foundation 
to 
roof, 
and inspected 
all 
the 
supports, 
trusses, 
bearings, 
foundations, 
exits, 
ventilating 
flue?, 
method? 
of 
lighting 
and seating, the walls and the 
strain put 
upon them, the trusses of the roof, the strain 
thereon, etc. 
I t would bo as uninteresting 
as unsatisfactory to a tte m u t now to give in 
detail all that was explained by Messrs. 
Hamilton aud Croly, but a few general notes 
may be presented. 
The width of the stage 
has been narrowed somewhat beneath the 
proscenium arch, but it is still up to stand­ 
ard size. 
The p a rq u e t floor has been given 
a deeper slo;>c and better grade, resulting in 
sinking the orchestra considerably below the 
plane of tho old position. 
The proscenium 
boxes have been abolished, and open boxes for 
the dress cir le substituted. The supports be­ 
neath the parquet and dress circle have been 
increased six time? in number and strength, 
and rest on many very broad and deep-laid 
pyramidal structures 
of 
cement-laid ma- 
Houry. 
The 
pillar-like 
columns 
that 
broka the face of the walls heretofore re­ 
main, bat 
the 
panels 
between 
have 
been furred to present an even face. 
The 
result ot this is to create a very large number 
of flues from tho basemsnt to the roof, which 
are utilized for the purposes of ventilation. 
The ventilating gates will be mainly at the 
flour-level, so as to take in the heavy gases 
and carry them up through the flues, but 
there are ceiling ventilators also, a very large 
dome, with a five by six feet aperture at the 
apex and four Urge windows—two on either 
side of the! auditorium. 
All the ventilating 
apertures and flues will be operated from the 
prompter’s desk. 
All the lights, except along 
the balcony-front, will be side-lights. 
The 
foot lights will be hooded, and provided with 
suction-pipes to carry off all the heated 
air. 
The gallery rests on girders anchored 
at 
the 
upper 
end to the 
front wall, 
and resting at the lower end on heavy 
iron columus. 
The family-circle or balcony 
girders rest, the upper end on the iron col­ 
umns and the lower end on the timbers 
swinging from the iron rods depending from 
the three great trusses of the roof. 
These 
have been etreugthened by iron rods parallel 
with the king-post?, and binding the latter all 
the more securely to place. Each one of these 
rods, it is estimated, will sustain 75 tons 
weight, while but 38 tons can be put upon 
the whole of then when the circle is packed 
and affected by all possible vibration. 
V i­ 
bration is still further guarded against by 
strong braces placed at the ends of the circle 
and 
bearing 
directly against 
the side 
walls. 
All 
the 
floors 
are 
new 
and 
securely laid, 
with 
cross 
bracings 
be­ 
neath, and both 
these 
give 
additional 
firmness to the semi-suspended circle. 
The 
txits are treble what they were in capacity, 
and are three in number. 
To the non-expert 
it would seem scarcely possible to make the 
building stronger. 
The architect and build­ 
ers are warm in 
their assertions of its 
strength and great firmness. 
Certainly no 
greater strain can be put upon the building 
than has been in the past, and just as cer­ 
tainly it is from three to six times as strong, 
so far as m ultiplicity of timbers and braces, 
and their disposition, are concerned. 
The 
visitors were all open in their expression of 
opinion that the security of the structure has 
been given careful attention, and that consid­ 
erably greater than ordinary precaution has 
been taken to render it euual to any possible 
demand that may be made upon it. 
In the way of improvements a ladies’ retir­ 
ing-room is provided, ample space for heaters 
beneath the floors ; close flocra and bead- 
dosed risers to shut off all possible floor 
draughts ; wherever a wall was cracked it 
has been rebound with new masonry. 
No di­ 
rect exit to the street is made, and hence all 
door draughts are shut off; the dome gives 
greater hight to tho auditorium, and the gal­ 
lery is removed so far to the rear as to pre­ 
clude any annoyance to those in parquet or 
dress circle. 
There are m any other minor 
improvements, the value of which will be 
more apparent when the building is com­ 
pleted. 
Iu its present incomplete state, how­ 
ever, it gives every evidence of being a hand­ 
some, well-arranged and secure structure.

D isastrous Fire ut B erkeley—The Olive 
B ranch Hotel B urned. 
O a k l a n d , July 6th.—One of the most dis­ 
astrous firts ever known in Berkeley occurred 
early this morning. 
The large hotel known 
as the “ Olive Branch,” situated on Choate 
street, at the terminus of the Oakland dummy 
railroad, was totally destroyed. The fire was 
discovered about 3 o’clock by eome ot the 
members of the Mackin family, living di­ 
rectly opposite on Choate street. The entire 
upper portion of the building wa? then in 
flames, and it was evident that it waa doomed 
to destruction. The neighborhood was quickly 
aroused and a dozen or two men soon gath­ 
ered and did all that was possible to prevent 
the spread of the flames. 
The building con­ 
taining the Poatoffice, Dr. M errill’s drug store 
and 
the Chinese school-roorn are within 
twenty feet of the hotel, and it was thought 
at one time that these, too, would be de­ 
stroyed. 
I t was only by persevering effort? 
that they were saved. 
The fire burned 
fiercely, and by 7 o’clock this morning the 
hotel was in ruins. 
The building and furni­ 
ture were valued at about $5.000, and were 
partially insured, but the exact amount is not 
known. 
Mr. Jackson, the !ea«ee, estimate? 
his loss at $2,500. 
H e has $1,800 insurance, 
but owing to a delinquency in paying the 
premium he is fearful that it will not be of 
any benefit to him. 
D estruction o f the Fam ous Lick Mills by 
Fire. 
S a n J o se, Ju ly 6 t h .- The famou-* Lick 
mills, seven miles from this city, on the A!- 
viso road, caught fire about 2 o’clock this af­ 
ternoon, and were destroyed. 
The round­ 
house, originally built for a granary, which 
hard fightiDg had preserved intact up to 5 
o’clock, is aleo now gone. 
The build it gs 
weie erected 6ome twenty-five or thirty years 
ago at an immense ccst by the late Jam es 
Lick, who intended to make this the model 
grist mill of the world. 
The inside wood­ 
work wa? of mahogany and other costly 
wood. 
In 1878 the property passed into the 
hands of A. D. Remington, the noted paper 
m anufacturer of New York, who carried on 
the manufacture of manila paper until June, 
1880, when the Lick Paper Company was 
organized, with F . H . McCormick, of San 
Francisco, a? President. 
A bout $100,000 
was invested in the businefs. 
The loss is not 
known. 
A fire engine was telegraphed for, 
and if the ground floor can be kept fr-un 
burning through, so that the machinery does 
not fall through into the basement, it may not 
be a total loss. 
The roundhouse, which wa? 
used a? a warehouse, was full of finished 
stock, which was saved, except some $4,000 
worth ot paper bags. 
I t ia said lhat the fire 
originated in the packing-room near the top 
of the building, and lhat some of the workmen 
barely escaped with their lives.

HOW TO GET APPLES ON “ OFF” YEARS. 


The past season has dem onstrated the 
fact th a t the value of an orchard depends 
v^ry much upon w hether it produces its 
crop in the bearing year or in the alternate 
off year. 
In 1SS0 an apple crop was if 
but little value. 
In 
1SS1 it would have 
been w orth in very m any sections of the 
country three tim es aa m uch as the year 
before. 
And the difference in the quan­ 
tity and price th a t ha9 been eo broadly 
m arked in the two past years will undoubt­ 
edly continue for some years to come, 3nd 
probably for aa long a series of years in 
the future as it has in the past. 
A ny one 
who will take the trouble to look over the 
price current for apples for the last sixty 
years will find th a t the price has alm ost 
invariably been higher in the odd than in 
the even year?. 
W hy it ia th a t our or­ 
chards have so generally grown into the 
habit of 
producing 
their best crop3 in 
the even jeara and rem aining so nearly 
barren during 
the odd years is one of 
the unexplained m asteries. 
It sometimes 
happens th a t a late frost kills the blossoms 
of an orchard and changes for a tim e the 
bearing year, the trees bearing a partial 
and sometimes a poor crop the next year. 
If no artificial means are uc-. 1 to encourage 
the new habit, k >as to render it perm anent, 
it usually works back into the old way. 
But if the trees have sufficient encourage­ 
m ent t* enable them to get.the new habit 
thoroughly formed, they will have no dis­ 
position to return to the old, but will con­ 
tinue to produce crops as regularly in the 
odd years as they had heretofore done in 
the even ones. 
To undertake to change 
the bearing year -»f an old orchard is some­ 
thing of a task, but not so great a task but 
th a t it would pay in the long run. 
W ith aa 
old orchard the first thing to be done is 
to remove the blossoms or sm all fruit. 
A liberal dressing of m anure should be 
applied to the ground to induce a vigorous 
growth, and it would be all the Letter if 
applied the fall before, as the late fall and 
early spring rains will assist in carrying 
the fertilizing m atter down to the roots. 
If applied late in the spring it will be of 
but little uee the first vear. 
Different va­ 
rieties will require different treatm ent, or 
rather varieties th at are not very profase 
bearers will require more vigorous aud 
thorough treatm ent .tlc^n those th a t are. 
For instanco, the Fam use or auow-apple is 
a very profuse bearer, and if the blossoms 
are removed the coming spring, the tree 
well pruned and m anure applied early so 
as to get the benefit of th e spring rains, it 
will be very certain to bear a crop the next 
year, and very probably a full crop. 
But 
treatm ent for a single year w ill not be likely 
to fally establish the habit. 
If the few 
blossoms th a t appear the following year are 
removed, it w ill be likely to get the bear­ 
ing habit so thoroughly established th a t it 
will be likely to continue w ithout further 
care. 
W ith varieties th a t are not so pro­ 
fuse in their bearing habit it is frequently 
necessary to resort to more heroic treat­ 
m ent. 
W ith such trees, after removing 
the blossoms or sm all fruit, some tim e be­ 
tween the m iddle of June and the 10th of 
Ju ly , if the tree is growing vigorously (but 
not otherwise), a cut should be made en­ 
tirely around each of the limbs, cutting 
entirely through tho bark. 
A second cut 
should be made about a quarter of an inch 
from the first, and tho intervening section 
of bark carefully removed. 
A new bark 
will be formed in a short time, but the 
downward flow of the sap will be arrested, 
and the form ation of fruit buds so encour­ 
aged th a t trees so treated will be very cer­ 
tain to be covered w ith bloom the following 
spring. 
To confirm the habit it may be 
necessary to repeat the treatm ent. 
W ith 
old orchard?, containing large trees, few 
farmers will w ant to spend the tim e neces­ 
sary to effect the change, but w ith young 
trees it is but little trouble to remove the 
blossoms, and by giving them the tre a t­ 
m ent above described for a few years 
thoroughly establish the bearing habit in 
the odd years, and thus double the value 
of their returns. 
If the ring of bark is 
properly removed no harm will be done to 
the trees, even if repeated in alternate 
years for a long tim e. 
It is a fact th a t the 
bark can be removed from the center body 
of a th rifty apple tree during tho latter 
part of June or fore part of Ju ly w ithout 
any injury to the tree. 
By taking one-half 
or any part of the top of a tree and giving 
it the above described treatm ent, the part 
so treated w ill have its bearing changed 
and the tree made to produce a crop of ap­ 
ples on one or the other part eachjy ear.—
